T has been a favourite doctrine of the Whig 
members of the pref t-oppoſition, that the 
proceedings of pathg atrig nt cannot be made too 
public, and it neceſſity: follows, that men out 
of doors may animadvert : a freely as they pleaſe 
upon the conduct of any of the parties in the 
Houſe, provided they do not violate that de- 
corum which ſhould be obſerved, when they 
expoſe to public view, the conduct of thoſe, who 
once held high, and important offices i in 1 
kingdom. | 


It would lead me too far from the ſubject of 
the following ſheets? were I to analize the diſ-

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compoſed, or to hazard my conjectures as to 
the motives by which thoſe men are actuated 
who now proſecute Mr. Haſtings. That gen- 
tleman's . cauſe has been very © conveniently 
turned on former occaſions to the purpoſes of 
party and faction in this kingdom, but not by 
his deſire, or with his knowledge. Thus in the 
year 1776, when Lord North wiſhed his re- 
moval, the Rockingham party, to a man, voted 
for his continuance in office. A fact which 
any gentleman may aſcertain, by examining 
the names of thoſe who balloted in 1776, in op- 
poſition to the thirteen directora who would 
then have removed him. In 1782, after Lord 
North had four times recommended Mr. 
Haſtings to parliament for the office of Gover- 
nor General, and the laſt time actually for 
ten years, the Rockingham party decreed 
his recall, and they fixed upon a curious 
way to effect it; it failed; and they grew more 
violent than ever: but their influence and 
power in the Marquis of Lanſdown's admini- 
ſtration forced the queſtion on again, which 
again was defeated by the general voice of the 
proprietors and the public. 


The next attempt, which had not merely the 
removal of Mr, Haſtings for its object, was

fruſtrated by the downfall of the miniſtry, at 2 
moment when they appeared ſo ſtrong as to laugh 
to ſcorn the oppoſition of the Sovereign, or his 
people. Here the ſtruggle ended; Mr. Haſtings 
reſigned his government, even without waiting 
to hear that a ſucceſſor was-nominated, and be- 
fore any was actually appointed. He arrived 
in England laſt ſummer, and found the two 
parties, who for years had been virulently 
abuſing each other, and alternately cenſured 


or ſupported him, were united. together, and 
a upon his proſecution, 


The intricaeies of Indian details a in the 
nature of things, be tedious and diſguſting to the 
generality of people in England: but there are 
certain ſtrong facts which ſpeak to the good 
ſenſe of mankind, and the following obſervations 
have been repeated a hundred different times, 
and by as many different men: Mr. Fox and 
Mr. Burke invariably attributed the calamities 
which have been brought upon this country, to 
the imbecility, indolence, corruption, and Tory 
principles of Lord North, and they were ſo- 
lemnly pledged again and again to impeach 
him. The very idea of a coalition with him, 
which was merely hinted at by Mr. Dundas, in 
March 1782, drove them to madneſs. 


Mr. 
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Mr. Fox's ſpeech on that memorable 6ccaffoi on 
is before the public. Lord North on the other 
hand attributed all our misfortunes to the factious 
oppoſition which he had to contend with; but 
neither party have ever attempted to ſay, that 
the empire has not been diflevered ; nor have 
they endeavoured to ſtrike off one, from the one 
hundred millions of debt which we have con- 
tracted in the laſt ten years. Let a love of 
power united theſe virulent opponents, an alli- 
ance which reaſon, common ſenſe, and the peo- 
ple of England have univerſally condemned. 


One fruit of that alliance is the proſecution 
of Mr. Haſtings, who, ſo far from having 
brought loſs, and diſgrace, and ruin upon the 
empire, the charges made by Meſſrs. Fox, 
and Burke, againſt Lord North, has actu- 
ally preſerved -whole and entire to Great Bri- 
tain the brighteſt jewel in her crown ; nay, he 
has done more, for during his government 
Great Britain conquered every ſettlement be- 
longing to our European enemies on the Con- 
tinent of Indoſtan, and reſtored them at the 
peace, to preſerve our Weſt India iſlands. 


but I will not dwell longer on the ' inconſiſtency 
of Mr. Haſtings's opponents. The gentleman 
who ſtands moſt forward in this proſecution is 
Mr. Edmund Burke, though he has to this

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day made no charge, yet he has attempted to. 
| miſlead the people of England by inflammato- 
| ry ſpeeches, and, unleſs he can prove a great 
deal indeed, perhaps all men may not ſay with 
Mr. F on, that his character 1 15 ſafe and on-ſhore. 


Mr. Burke has moved for a great variety of 
papers which were granted without heſitation. 
When however he aſked for all the papers and 
documents relative to the Maratta peace, the 
Miniſter thought proper to reje& the motion, and 
he deemed it conſiſtent with juſtice, © at the 
fame time, to ſpeak in the moſt expreſſive, and 
animated terms of the great merit of Mr. Haſ- 
tings, in concluding that peace. The papers 
being refuſed, we were immediately told by 
the oppoſite party, that delinquency was openly 
protected; that if Mr. Burke could procure 
the papers, he would prove to demonſtration 
that the faith of the nation had been groflly viti- 
ated in the caſe of the Rana of Gohid, and many 
other Rajahs, but more particularly the Rana 
of Gohid. Here Mr, Burke was brought to 
a point. All the papers relative to the Rana of 
Gohid were granted him, and he was informed 
by Major Scott that Mr. Anderſon, who nego- 
tiated the Maratta peace, was in London, and

The next © material motion Was, * che papers 
which explained the nature of Major Browne's 
negociations at Dehly. Theſe were peremp- 
touched upon. Here then was food epough 
for declamation. Mr, Burke declared that he 
was left. with the threads and fragments of 
charges that he had loſt his right arm, &c. 
Mr. Fox ſaw deeper. He boldly aſſerted that 
a compromiſe had been entered into between 
Mr. Haſtings, and the Miniſtry ; and that it 
was determined to protect him. Very fortu- 
nately, however, Mr. Fox puſhed the matter 
rather too far; and inſtead of leaving the buſi- 
neſs where it was, he determined again to agitate 
the queſtion. It was argued laſt Friday, and we 
will now detail what has been proved incontro- 
vertibly, to be the true ſtate of the queſtion. 
On the part of Mr. Fox, Mr. Sheridan, and 
Lord North, who were the three ſpeakers in 
favour of the motion, there was an infinite diſ- 
play of wit, r cloſe logical reaſoning,

and ingenious deductions from aſfumed facts. 


On the other fide—Mr. Pitt diſtinctly and 
elearly proved, that not one of the aſſertions of 


Mr. Fox was founded in fact, as appeared by a 
reference to dates, and from the confeſſion of 
Major Browne himſelf. From the documents 
read by Mr. Pitt, and from the particulars 
afterwards mentioned by Major Scott, to which 
ve ſhall add two extracts of letters from Mr. 
Haſtings to the Supreme Council, and to Mr. 
Wheler, we ſhall very clearly expoſe the 
prejudices and miſtakes of oppoſition. 

In the month of Auguſt, 1782, great una- 
nimity prevailed in the Supreme Council of 
Bengal. The members were Mr. Haſtings, 
Mr. Wheler, and Mr. Macpherſon. Mr. Haſt- 
| ings at that period propoſed to ſend a Miniſter to 
the court of Dehly.—Nuzeph Cawn, the King's 
Miniſter, had died a few months before. He 
drew up inſtructions for this Miniſter, and the 
Board read, and approved them. One article of 
theſe inſtructions was, that che Miniſter, Major 
Browne, ſhould encourage, rather than diſcou- 
rage, any propoſal that ſhould be made by the 
King, or his Miniſter, for military aſſiſtance; 
but he was to conclude nothing without orders. 
Under theſe inſtructions he went from Calcutta, 
was delayed firſt in Owde, before he received

paſſports, and afterwards in Agra; fo that he 
did not reach Dchly till December 1783, by 
which time our political ſituation in India was 
very materially changed. When Major Browne 
was deputed, we were at war with the Marat - 
tas, Hyder Ally Cawn, the French, and the 
Dutch. But in Deceniber 1783, peace had 
been firmly eſtabliſhed with all the powers ex- 
cept Tippoo Saheb, the ſucceſſor of Hyder; 
and there were no doubts entertained of the 
concluſion of peace with him. 

From Auguſt 1782, to the day Mr. Haſt- 
ings left Calcutta, in February 1784, Major 
Scott has ſolemnly declared that he never once 
wrote to Major Browne, nor ſaw him, and that 
he at no time gave him inſtructions of any kind 
but his public inſtructions. Before Major 
Browne's letter of December 1783, which has 
given riſe to ſo many ingenious ſurmiſes, was 
received in Calcutta, the ſubject of that letter, 
namely, an application for military aſſiſtance to 
the King, was regularly brought before the 
Council; and fully debated. Mr. Haſtings was 
for giving aſſiſtance. The Council againſt it. 
And here it is neceſſary to obſerve, that not in 
this inſtance only, but in others, and the only 
one of great moment, Mr. Haſtings was in a 
— is, he e e re Meſſrs. 
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Wheler, Macpherſon, and Stables, and had 
ſtood ſo ſince April 1783, and continued in a 
minority till a month before he returned to 
England. No information was ſent to the King, 
or to Major Browne, of the Board's refuſal to 
aſſiſt the King, either by Mr. Haſtings or his 
Council; and this clears up a doubt of Lord 
North, who wondered why Mr. Browne ſhould 
repeat, on the goth of December, a propoſit 
which had been negatived in October. Major 
Browne's ſo much talked-of letter arrived in 
Calcutta the 20th of January, and was circulated 
for the conſideration of the Board. There it 
remained; and a few days aſter Mr. Haſtings 
quitted Calcutta, and proceeded to Lucknow: 
nor does it appear that the Council ever took 
any further notice of it. The only remark 
made is, That this letter do lie for conſidera- 
tion.“ Now it would be rather hard upon Mr. 
Haſtings to make. him, accountable. for the ſenti- 
ments of his Coppcil, who = probably ſuppoſed, 
that, as they had actually determined, in October 
1783, not to aſſiſt the King, it was needleſs to 
conſider a letter from Major Browne, written 
two months later, on the. ſame ſubject :—ang 
here this propoſal from the King and his Mini-

_ He drew up his on inſtructions, and inſerted 
ail clauſe himſelf, never aſking, or wanting any 
power or authority beyond the Vizier's dominis 
ons; and his Council approved of them: fo 
that the clauſe alluded to did not originate in 
any jealouſy entertained by the Supreme Coun- 
cil of Mr, Haſtings's defigns in favour of the 
King. "After Mr. Haſtings's arrival at Luck- 
now, and when he was deeply engaged in finan- 
£ial arrangements with the Vizier and his Mini- 
ſter, the King's eldeſt ſon fled from Dehly to 
Lucknow. No remonſtrances from Mr. Haſt- 
ings or the Vixier *could' prevent his coming 
there. He wrote to the Governor general, that, 
unleſs he would conſent to receive him, he would 
throw himſelf at the door of his tent. No cir. 
nce could be more diſtrefling or unſuſ- 
n but as he was determined to come, it 
was agrerd by the Vizier and Mr. Haſtings to 
receive him according to his rank. He ap- 


plied for aſſiſtance. Mr. Haſtings ſtated his 
| want of power to aſiſt him, and wrote fully 


to the, Council, who in reply enjoined him to

the Britiſh government would be ſufficient to 
reheve the King eſſentially; and that there 
would be no neceſſity either to make uſe of their 
arms, or their treaſure. Among other arguments 
is the following, If the ſentiments of our 
own ſovereign, and the nation in general, can 
be gathered from many late and ſucceſſive pub- 
lications of very high authority, 1 apprehend 
that it will be expected of us as a duty, that 
we ſhould yield to it.“ And who that reads the 
ſeventh- reſolution of the Houſe of Commons, 
of the 28th of May, 1782, can entertain 4 
different opinion from Mr. Haſtings? In truth 
the difference between Mr. Haſtings and the 
Council was this He conceived. the King 
might be aſſiſted effectually, without danger 
or expence; and he was on a ſpot were he had 
a good opportunity of forming his judgment. 
His couneil differed from him in this opinion; 
they again refuſed the powers Mr. Haſtings 
Mn APIS to Ie in his pe 
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tions any meaſure that might commit the Com- 
done. That Major Browne was the Miniſter of 
the government, and not of Mr. Haftings, is clear 
from the following expreffions. In his letter tothe 
Court of Directors of the 13th May, 1784; 
Mr: Haſtings there ſays, Major Browne; who 
is your Miniſter at the Court of Dehly, left 
it the ad inſtant, by the King's command.” To 
depuration, he writes, on the gth of June, 
1784, If we meant to withhold alt interference 
from the concerns of the King, we ought not 
wo have appointed a public Miniſter to bis 
court.

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H aſtings' 8 departure from Bengal, and there- 
fore we ſhall purſue it a little further. The 
gentlemen in oppoſition are not always aware of 
the abſurdities in which they are about to in- 
volve themſelves, when they declaim on a ſub- 
je& which they do but partially underſtand.

By the treaty of 1766, Corah and Allababad, 
which were conquered by the Britiſſi arms from 
the Vizier Sujah Dowlah, were to remain inthe 
poſſeſſion of che King, for the ſupport of his 
dignity; and to cheſe ptovinces were added 
twenty · ſix lacks of rupees from the provinces of 
Bengal, Bahar, and Oriſſa, in conſideration of 
From 1765 to-1771 che King remained at Alla- 
habad; and then, at the inſtigation of the Ma- 
rattas, he proceeded to Dehly, where he became 
as much à "dependant as he had been from 

his birch to the you 1766. 
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The Marattas forced from him ſunnuds: for 
the provinces of Corah and Allahabad, and his 
Majeſty peremptorily dernanded his tribute; 
Mr. Haſtings, who, preciſely at this critical mo- 
ment, arrived at Bengal, and had ſucceeded to 
the government, was to determine whether he 
would remit the tribute to the Mogul, for the 
uſe of the Marattas, and permit. them to poſ- 
ſeſs themſelves of Corah and Allahabad; or with- 
hold the former, and reſiſt their attempts to 
acquire the latter by force. He and his Coun- 
cil determined to withhold the payment of the 
King's tribute, and to yield Corah and Allaha- . 
bad to the Vizier, from-whom we had conquered 
them, for a valuable conſideration. - I he Com- 
pany, in daily communication with the Miniſter 
of the Crown, then Lord North, warmly ap- 
proved of Mr. Haſtings's conduct in both theſe 
inſtances, and ſent poſitive orders to Bengal, 
chat no further payments were to be made to 
the King, but by their Ape directions. 


I 77 2 to the . ks, the uur 
tunate Shaw. Allum has experienced various 
v icifſirudes ; ſometimes. an inſtrument in the 
hands of the Marattas, and at others, the ſer- 
vant of his Miniſters : at times almoſt in want 
of neceſſaries.

It is a melancholy inſtance of the malignity of 
party, but a true one, that the men who have 
cenſured Mr. Haſtings for an act of political 
neceſſity—withholding the King's tribute and 
reſtoring Corah and Allahabad to the Vizier— 
ſhould now attempt to fix criminality upon him, 
for feeling and expreſſing an anxious deſire to 
relieve the King, when he conceived 1 it could be 
done without in Jury to our own government. | - 

We have now detected the fallacious reaſoning 
of the oppoſition, for they made the ſubject a 
party queſtion: and here it is impoſſible to 
avoid taking ſome notice of the inconſiſtency of 
Mr. Burke. Long before he could have heard 
a ſylable of Major Browne's negociations, he 
pledged himſelf ro prove Mr. Haſtings a 4 moſt 
notorious delinquent ; yet the moment b was 
refuſed theſe papers, he declared that the Mini- 
ſter had left him with the threads and fragments 
of charges. We ſhall purſlie the ſubje& no far- 
ther from what we have already ſaid, the pub- 
lic may form a tolerably accurate judgment of 
the conſiſtency, and public virtue 5 "ir:
